UICK has a morning inspection at the plant conducted in 
the interest of safety for the workmen, an idea adopted 
several months back. Each foreman is required to see that 
his men are properly dressed for their work every day. 
Wherever special clothing and equipment are provided, it 
must be in first class condition. As for ordinary dress, it is up 
to the foreman to see that the men do not operate certain 
machines, for instance, in long sleeve garments or with flow- 
ing neckties.

HERE used to be a saying, when we were young, to the 

effect that “there’s no such word as can’t,” which was 
usually backed up by an invitation to “look it up in the dic- 
tionary.” 

As a matter of fact, there are few accomplishments 
within the bounds of reason which cannot be achieved by the 
determined and properly equipped man. ; 

But just the same, if you or I or our neighbor early in 
1931 had proposed to start a company to manufacture and sell 
a new automobile there would probably have been sugges- 
tions of the need for a commission in sanity.

N°? right-thinking citizen now questions that highways are 
abundantly worth their cost. They pay the greatest 
dividend of any public investment except schools. Al] the 
leading progressive states have come to this realization, and 
are completing their highway systems as quickly as possible, 
in order to hasten their dividends. To that end, two-thirds 
of the states are building their roads as private business 
builds its facilities; that is, building them “on time” and 
paying them out with profits from the traffic. 

This plan was advocated by a great majority of the 
Texas Legislature at the recent regular session, but an organ- 
ized minority bloc managed by the sheer margin of three or 
four votes to prevent the necessary two-thirds majority, and 
so denied the people of Texas the opportunity to register their 
will on the proposal. 

The present system of highway financing in Texas was 
evolved when road building by the state was an adventure 
and an experiment. We all have concluded that a complete 
system of paved highways must be perfected. It means the 
difference between a poor, undeveloped state and a prosper- 
ous empire. Yet we still have the makeshift system of 
financing. 

With the tremendous amount of highway mileage that 
Texas has to improve, it cannot be completed rapidly enough 
at the present rate of financing to meet the demand of state 
progress. My intimate contact with the problem as chair- 
man of the State Highway Commission brought to me realiza- 
tion of this fact with inescapable force.—Gov. Sterling of 
Texas in United States Daily.

New Truck Sales Running 
16% Under 3-Year Average "S™2 SCOPERATION 


NEW YORK, July 1.—Retail sales 

of new commercial cars in the 
United States in the first five 
months of this year were 22 per 
cent. higher than in the correspond- 
ing period of 1928 and only 16 per 
cent. under the average for the per- 
iod in the three years of 1928, 1928 
and 1930. The decline from a year 
age was 23 per cent., as previously 
reported in Automotive Daily News. 


With May estimated at 33,000, the 
total for the first five months of 
this year amounted to 148,251, as 
against 121,553 in the similar period 
of 1928. In the first five months of 
1929 the total was 217,883 and in 
the corresponding period of 1930 the 


total was 194,509, giving a three- 
year average of 177,979. 
In January of this year, the com- 


mercial car registrations came close 
to the three-year average for 1928 
to 1930, inclusive, amounting to 24,- 
400, as compared with the average 
of 25,518, a decline of 4.3 per cent. 
In February sales dropped to 13.9 
per cent. below the average. while 
in March the decline was 19.2 per 
cent. and in April, 17.3 per cent. 
Due to the failure of Georgia to 
announce’ registrations of new 
trucks, as yet, for the first quarter, 
only the April total is exact. Com-

Warranty. vou shou'd have enor 
confidence in your ability to present 
the claim to the factory so clear’ 
that it will concur with vou on its 
share of the expense 

You are in business for yourself 
and your sale of an automobile to 
your customer obligates vou to han- 
dle his complaints, regardless of wh« 
manufactures the cat Your cus- 
tomer has no claim against the fac- 
tory. He bought the car from vou 
If any claim exists against the fac- 
tory, it is between the factory and 
yourself. The factory does not ask 
you to wait while it writes the ven- 
dor from whom it purchased the 
particular defective part, bui it set- 
tles its claims with vou, because 
sold you the merchandise 

If your customer is wrong. point 
out, his mistake and politely but 
firmly decline to accept the re- 
sponsibility. 

This will again establish confi- 
dence in you with your customer. 
Usually such claims are quickly rec- 
ognized by experienced mechanics 
and they decline to allow them to 
the owner. Be sure you are right 
before making such a protest and 
then stay with your decision. To 
first refuse to accept responsibility 
and then to change your decision 
under the cloak of making a policy 
adjustment is usually accepted by 
the customer with a great deal of 
contempt for your policies. No one 


|can ever make that customer be- 


lieve you were not trying to cheat 
him out of his money for that job. 
You may not know it then. but you 
have Jost a friend and customer.
